WASHINGTON, D. C., Mareh 29.—The Sub- 
Committee of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee in charge of the new Internal Revenue 
bill has completed its labors, and the bill will 
be reported to the full Commilttee at an early 
day. The bill as reportedin these dispatches 
some weeks ago has been somewhat modified 
at the instance of Commissioner Raum and 
the distillers. Sec.8 of th@-hill is stricken 
out.. This section proposed to repeal so 
mueh of the existing law as required distil- 
lers, rectifiers, and dealers to furnish an ab- 
stract from their books to the Collector. The 
Commissioner thinks he ean by regulation 
prescribe a form of book which will enable 
them to furnish duplicates without a change 
in the law. ‘The bill, as it was originally 
drawn, exempted everybody from the pay- 
ment of whatis called the 10-cent stamp,— 
that is, stamps for exports, stamps tor refin- 
ers, and stamps used by dealers whose pack- 


ages are broken. An amendment was agreed “ 


to this morning by which the exporters are 
not included in this exemption. The eigh- 
teenth section of the bill makes a certain al- 
lowance for the evaporation of spirits which 
are in warehouses. The Sub-Committee has 
agreed to amend that section by adding the 
following proviso: 

And provided further, that the proof of such 


distilled spirits shall not in any case be rated at | 


the time of withdrawal at the Custom-House 
less than the proof at which such spirits were 
entered into the warehouse, and in case it 
should appearupon such regauging that the 
proof of such spirits is leess than when entered, 
no allowance or reduction shall be made, but 
the distiller or owner shall pay the tax upon the 
original quantity. 

The bill, according to the estimate of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, proposes to 

REDUCE THE REVENUE 

on the basis of last year’s revenye about 
$2,250,000, as follows: First, by relieving the 
distillers of interest on the tax on distilled 
spirits remaining in bond over a year, which 
now yields a tax of about $150,000; sec- 
ohndly, by relieving the distillers and 
dealers from the stamp tax, as_  al- 
ready shoWn, to the extent’ of $350,000; 
and thirdly, by allowance for shrinkage to the 
extent of $1,750,000. It is held, however, that 
the amount of revenue as a whole will not be 
decreased, from the reason that the books of 
the bureau show a large increase in the first 
seven months of the present cuurent fiscal 
year. This increase has been $8,362,397. 

Mr. Carlisle, who introduced this bill, 
thinks it will pass the House without much 
opposition.

the proportionate full standard weight of the 
legal-tender silver dollar, and that such half- 
dollar be receivable for all dues, public and 
private.

tion may have the effect to change the law, 
it shall be indorsed with a statement of its 
contents and the change in the law sought to 
be effected. .

DECISIONS ANNOUNCED. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Mareh 29.—The fol- 
lowing decisions were announced to-day: 

No. 189. Laura E. Jones, widow, etc., 
plaintiff in error, vs. W. T. Blackwell. In 
error to the Circuit Court of the United 
States for the District of Louisiana. The 
controversy in this case relates to tax prop- 
erly payable upon certain tobacco belonging 
to defendant in error. This Court holds that 
manufactured tobacco shipped in bond from 
the manufactory and stored in an export 
bonded warehouse on the 14th of June,,1872, 
was subject to the tax of 33 cents per pound 
prescribed by the Internal Revenue act of 
July 20, 1868. It was ndt entitled to the ben- 
efit of the reduced tax of 20 cents per pound 
prescribed by the act of June 6, 1872, amend- 
atory of theact of 1868. The judgment of 
the lower Court is reversed with costs, and 
the cause remanded for further p 
in conformity hereto. 

SUITS TO RECOVER. 

No. 31. P. C. Smith et al., administrators, 
ete., appellants, vs. James C. Ayer et al.; 
and No. 32, same appellants vs. the First Na- 
tional Bank of estboro, Mass. Appeal 
from the Circuit Court of the United States 
for the Northern District of Illinois. These 
are suite in equity brought by plaintiff in er- 
ror to recover two promissory notes each for 
$39,250, alleged to belong to the estate of 
Renick Huston, deceased. The decrees of 
the Court below, in both cases, are reversed 
with costs, and that Court is directed to enter 
decrees directing the defendant in error to 


surrender to plaintiff in error the notes in 
controversy, and enjoming all other parties 


from interfering with the latter’s collection 
of the same, 
RAILROAD CASE. 
No. 169. George W. Thomas etal., plaintiffs 
in error, vs. The West Jersey Railroad Com- 
any. Appeal from the Circuit Cou f the 
Inited States for the Eastern District of 
Pennsylvania. On the 8th of October, 1 
Thomas et al., plaintiffs in error, enterec 
into a contract with the Millville & Giassboro 
Railroad Company (of which the West Jersey 
Railroad Company is the successor), whereby 
they became lessees of that railroad and_ its 
franchises for a period of twenty years. The 
contract contained a proviso stipulating that 
its 1iease should be terminable by the Railroad 
Company at any time upon three months’ 
notice to lessees, and that in the event of any 
such termination arbitrators should be chosen 
to compute the amount equitably due Thomas 
et al. from the Railroad Company by way of 
indemnity for non-fulfillment of the contract. 
The lease was terminated after. proper no- 
tice an the ist of April, 1868. Efforts to 
fix by arbitration the amount of compensa- 
tion due Thomas et al. for the unexpired 
term of the lease having proved fruitless, the 
latter brought this suit to recover damages 
for non-fulfillment of contract. The most 
important point presented to this Court for 
decision was: Whether the Millville & Glass- 
boro Railroad Company had legal power 
without consent of the State, and without 
any authority from its charter. to execute a 
contract by which it virtually transferred its 
road and franchises to plaintiffs in error. The 
int is one of importance on account of its 
Coast upon railroad leases in general. This 
Court holds that in the absence of express 
authority in its charter the Railroad’ Com- 
pany had no right to transfer its road and 
franchises to other parties, and thus render 


itself unable to perform the duties which - 


that charter directly or by implication 
imposed. Where a corporation like a 
railroad company has ‘granted it by 
charter a franchise intended in a large meas- 
ure to be exercised for the public good, the 
due performance of this function being a 
consideration of public grant, any contract 
which disables the corporation from per- 
form such function, which unde es 
without the consent of the State to transfer 
to others the rights and powers conferred by 
charter, and to. relieve the grantees of the 
burden which it imposes, is a violation of the 
contract with the State, and is void, as against 
public policy. It follows that plaintiffs in 
error cannot found a right of upon an 
agreement void for want of corporate au- 
thority and forbidden by the policy of law. 
The decree of the lower Court is therefore 
affirmed, with costs.

MAYORAL VETO. 

The Mayor submitted the following, which 
een itself: ° 

iIENTLEMEN: I herewith return’ to you 
the ordinance entitled “‘An ordinance mak- 
ing appropriations for corporate purposes for 
the fiscal year from Jan. 1, 1880, to Dec, 31, 
1880,’’ without my approval to certain items 
or appropriations therein contained and here- 
inafter named, with my reasons therefor. 

I regret that you have deemed it proper to 
reappropriate for current and ordinary ex- 
penditures any moneys saved from heed 

ears. The General Assembly of the State 
vas limited the tax-levy for municipal pur-- 
poses in any one year to2 per cent upon the 
taxable valuation of property in the city. 
Excepted therefrom is the levy for bonded 
indebtedness. The plain intent of the law 
isto keep the expenditures of cities within 
such limitation. Whether thac intent be wise 
or not is not the province of the Council to 
determine. The Council is the creature of 
the State, ecting through its General Assem- 
bly, and should obey its creator’s will, not

Our finances do not justify the increase this 
year, You have increased certain salaries 
which I think vou ought not to have done. 
The law prohibiting the increase or decrease 
of salaries of officers during their terms of 
office is a wise one, and is founded on the 
knowledge that independence may be pun- 
ished or flattery rewarded. The theory 
should be carried out in the pay of those who 
are not technically officers, should never be 
violated except when the labor of the posi- 
tion is to be materially added to. Supply 
and demand should goyern in the rule of 
cities as well as private enterprises. I ani, 
however, unwilling to prises myself in antag- 
onism with the Council in these matters. 

1 object to the item “for dredging through- 
out the river and harbor, removing obstacles, 
including repairs of docks, $40,000.”" There 
are but two dredge-owners in the city, and 
for city work they actas one. Their terns 
are therefore not governed by competition. 
Had you made an appropriation for the pur- 
chase of a dredge and scows, as recommend- 
ed by the Commissioner of Public Works, I 
believe the cost would have been saved in 
two or three years. The plea that the city 
eould not work them economically is not a 
good one. If we owned these machines we 
could have advertised for bids, the bidder to 
furnish the dredge, etc., or to work those be- 
longing to the city. I believe we could have 
saved the cost of the whole outfit in the time 
above named, even though they should nevér 
be handled, They would have relieved the 
city from the exactions of a monopoly. I 
pan tt recommend that you adopt the ree- 
ommendations of the Commissioner.

] consider the whole appropriation for 
school purposes very extravagant. In past 
years the appropriations for this purpose 
were as follows:

From these appropriations there was to the 
credit ofthe fund Jan. 1, 1879, $370,914.60. 
Deduct from this liabilities for the year 1878, 
$120,678.36, and there was remaining avail- 
able cash for 18790, $241,236.24; add to this 
revenues from rents, interest, and State divi- 
dends, $221,914.60, and we,find that the Board 
had, for 1879, $468,158.80. Yet, with all of 
this cash, it paid only four months’ salaries 
in cash. I fear it hasnot had as wholesome 
a dread of the losses entailed b 
scrip as the taxpayer would commeni. 
It paid for coal 82% cents per ton more than 
the city paid when it could agree to payin 
eash. It evidently kept cash in the Treas- 
ury asa pleasant thing to have; for they 
had cash enough to have saved the differ- 
ence. There was cash in the Treasury to the 
credit of the School Fund on Jan. 1, 1880, 
$255,480.9. I fear the Board is too much in- 
clined to régister the will of extravagant 
school officials. They built, in 1878, two new 
houses. In 1879 three houses were furnished, 
and four are now near completion, to-wit: 
One corner of Morgan and Monroe streets; 
another corner of Oakley and Ohio; a third 
corner of Oak and Milton, anda 
fourth on Thirteenth street. These 
four hou when completed, fill cost 
$111,895.50, all paid except $23,718.35. Four 
new housesiare contracted for ata cost of 
$35,000 each, or $140,000 for the four.

I have added 50 per cent to the rents, be- 
cause nearly all the school leases expire May 
1, 1880. From examination I feel certain that 
the valuation will be increased, if honestly 
handled, at least from 50 to 7 per ¢ent. 
Three building sites have been purchased 
and paid for, or the vouchers are in and al- 
lowed for in the balance above named. The 
intention of the Board is to erect this year 
six ‘new houses. These will cost from $175,- 
000 to $210,000; estimated costs of sites, $54,- 
000. Thus we see that these six houses and 
sites will cost from $229,000 to $264,000. Now 
I find the estimates sent in from the Board 
only aliow for estimated income $200,000, al- 
though it was last year $221,914.60. They 
ignore entirely the expected increase and 
pudgment collected and cut to the minimum 
but estimate all demands to the uttermost 
maximum. At the outside the Council should 
reduce the levy to $820,976.44, as recommend- 
ed by the Finance Committee. I conversed 
with several members of the Board just after 
the Finance Committee had made this reduc- 
tion, and they expressed themselves as being 
satisfied. You have appropriated for sites 
and new Wutidings and for expenses inciden- 
tal thereto $422,070. You can cut it down by 
at least $250,000, and the Board will still have 
more than they can economically use. They 
expected you to cut them largely. and, at 
fore, asked all the Superintendent desired.

Ald. Throop said the trouble was the poor 
little girls and boys who were to be deprived 
of the opportunity to goto school could not 
vote. [Applause.] He went on to deprecate 
the idea of cutting down the appropriation for 
schools, and expressed the hope that the 
Mayor would not be sustaived. 

Ald. Dixon was opposed to striking out the 
items, and called attention to the insufficiency 
of the school accommodations, and the fact 
that among the items the Mayor proposed to 
erase was one for furnishing the school- 
houses built last year.

common branches. 

Ald. Clark wanted the bill sustained, not- 
withstanding the Mayor’s veto. He was in 
favor of a liberal education at almost any 
cost, and the Mayor’s theory that a reduction 
of the appropriation would do away with the 
smn 9 of scrip was false. He wanted a 
liberal appropriation, to the end that we 
might have more schools and less half-day 
scholars, and to see it judiciously expended, 
and as much saved as possible, 

Ald. Swift said that ever since the appro- 
riation bill had been under consideration he 
sad heard threats about the use of the prun- 

ing-knife, but he was astonished to find it 
first used on the schools. He thought the 
School Board knew the necessities of the city 
better than the Mayor did, and hoped that 
the veto would not be sustained. 

Ald. Wickersham said that the Mayor had 
shown himself a noble friend of the public 
schools. He wasin favorof schools, and a 
plenty ef them, but the history of public 
schools was that the moment taxation for 
them grew oppressive they lost in popularity. 
He believed the Mayor was right, and hoped 
he would be sustained. 

Ald. Everett, Stauber, and Thompson were 
in favor of a liberal appropriation, and the 
last named charged that it did not look very 
well to see the Mayor fighting a School Board 
of his own selection. 

After some further discussion the motion 
to pass the item, notwithstanding the veto, 
was put and lost by the following vote, a two- 
thirds vote being necessary:

A SAD END. | 

The Rev. William McManus, a Catholic 
priest formerly well-known in Canada, died 
the death of a drunkard at 6:30 yesterday 
morning in a cell at the West Madison Street 
Station.' He was a finely-proportioned man, 
weighing in the neighborhood of 225, and to 
all appearances was about 60 years of age. 
lie was well-known to the police, and 
during the few months he was in town was 
frequently arrested for intoxication. He 
made no secret of his calling and also of his 
failings, freely confessing that strong drink 
had got'such a hold of him that there was 
nothing left for him but to go down to a 
drunkard’s death. For a few months he 
boarded at the Parker House, but because 
he considered that above his means, or be- 
cause hie feared to meet Catholic clergymen 
who sometimes called upon the landlady, 
who is an Officer of some Catholic society, he 
quit the place. It is said by those who 
knew him that the deceased was a 
highly-accomplished scholar, and __ that 
he had quite a reputation in Cana- 
da as a professor in _ institutions of 
learning. His conduct while in this city was 
exemplary enough, barring the drink. Mr. 
MeManus was found at 6 o’clock Friday 
evening helplesly drunk at the cerner of 
Halsted and Madison streets. He was taken 
to the station, and at 3 o’clock the following 
morning he begged to be let out. No 
charges had een referred against 
him, and he was. ailowed to go in 
peace. At 4:30 Sunday afternoon he was 
again founa intoxicated in front of the Cen- 
tennial saloon, and was again taken to the 
station. At midnight he had sobered cel 
siderably, and was given some water. Three 
hours later he appeared to be sleeping quiet- 
ly. Three hours more passed away before he 
was found dead. The deceased had $260 
left out of a $300 deposit to his account in 
the Bank of Montreal. The Coroner im-

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PATTEN’S RETURN. 


|The Alleged Jury-Briber Taken 


Before Judge Moran. 


He Is Too Broken-Up to Go into Any 
Particulars at Present. 


Burdette E. Patten, the private detective, 
charged with attempting to bribe a juror, 
arrived in town yesterday afternoon in com- 
pany with Bailiff Sennot, and was taken at 
once to the Sheriff’s office. No sooner had 
he gotten there, however, than it was de- 
cided to bring him at once before Judge 
Moran, and tne prisoner and his custodian 
started for the City-Hall, 

The jury-worker and his escort of two— 
Deputy-Sheriff Sennott and Chief-Clerk For- 
rester, of the Sherilf’s office— 

REACHED JUDGE MORAN’S COURT-ROOM 
about half-past 4. The Judge was listening 
to an intricate argument by a couple of 
windy barristers, but tock in the little pro- 
cession as it marched inside the rail- 
ing. Patten was relegated to a chair 
in one corner. He looked very tired, 
dusty, and worn. The court officials kept 
close watch on him, though the probability 
of an attempt to escape was a very small one. 
The legal wrangle haying ceased, Judge 
Moran turned to his Bailiff, congratulated 
him on his safe return from Kansas, and di- 
rected him to call Patten up to the desk. 
That worthy having come forward, the Judge 
asked him if he was ready to go on. 

“No,” was the low reply, succeeded by a 
mumbled addendum that nobody but the 
Judge could hear. 

‘*“When will you be ready to go on with 
the hearing ?”’ 

’“T have just come back, and I don’t know.”’ 

“Well, of course you will have to get 
counsel and prepare to have this matter 
heard if you are brought before me on this 
warrant for contempt.

NEW FLOURING INVENTION. 


Utilizing Frictional Electricity—A Nov- 
el Device for Separating Flour from 
the Bran—Claimed te Be an Invention 
That Is Worthy te Be Banked with 
the Cotton-Gin. 

New Haven (Conn.) Telegram. 
The son of Superintendent Smith, of the 

Atlantic Fiour-Mills, noticed some 

ago 06Cwhile watching the process of bolt- 

ing flour that the electricity pervad- 

ing the belting used in connection with 
the purifying machines attracted the bran and 
caused it to cling to the belts in large quantities. 

Thus was suggésted the machine that was 

patented last month under the name of the 

‘electric middiings purifier,” and which, his 

friends say, is an invention equal in importance 

to that of the cotton-gin, and the first applica- 
tion of frictional electricity to any practical use. 

On Saturday forenoon last a notable gathering 
assembled in a y room in the third story of 
amachine-shop in this city to see one of the 
purifiers in operation. Among those present 
were President Porter, Profs. Lyman, Thatcher,

Thomas B. Osborne, a young man of 20 years, 

expiained the invention. He is half owner of 

the patent, and is a member of the Junior Class 
in Yale College. Young Smith was his class- 
mate until recently, when failing Rann com- 
pelled him to leave college. When he conceived 
the idea of an electric purifier he went to young 
Osburne and asked him to get a machine con- 
structed embodying the frictional electricity 
idea. Working together, the young men brought 
forth the present invention. | 
In the bolting-machines now in use the bran is 
separated from the flour by a powerful air piast, 
which blows off the lighter bran.. Considerable 


steam-power is needed, the work must be done | 


in an inclosed chamber on account of the dust, 
and there is great waste, because the air-current 
carries off with the bran the finer particles of 
flour. In the new invention electricity is de- 
signed to take the pees of the air-blast. Just 
over the wire bolting-cloth, which has a rapid 
reciprocal motion, are a number of hard rubber 
cylinders, slowly revolving. As they turn they 
rub against strips of sheepskin, which are made 
to press down upon them, thus generating the 
eiectricity. As middlings are sieved by the 
reciprocal motion, the lighter bran comes to the 
top of the moving midd! , and is attracted to 
the rollers. To these it clings, as do pieces of pa- 
pertoastick of sealing-wax when it has been 
smart!y rubbed, until a certain quantity is thus 
attracted, when it drops into receiving troughs, 

whence, by a simple mechanical arrungement, 
the bran is brushed out of the side of the puri- 
fier into receptacles. At the same time the 
bolted flour is pouring out of the other side of 
the machine, while the “ tailings’ drop out at 
the end opposit the hopper. 

The persons who saw the new purifier in 
operation on Saturday agreed that it was a won- 
derful invention. Although shown uninclosed, 
in an ordinary machine-room, there wus 
neither dust nor waste. It was suid that the 
purifier could be run by one man working at a 
crank. The electric poet was in proportion 
to the speed of the roller. In the experimental 

urifier eight six-inch rollers were used. 

r.Smithis now in Minnesota, arrangi to 
put oneinto one of the largest flour-milis in 
the State, which will have eighteen eight-inch 
rollers. It is claimed that the new purifier can 
be manufactured ata less cost than those in 
present use. Last year there was great damage 
caused in Minneapolis, Minn., by an ormoere 
in flour-mills while bolting middli y the 
air-blast process. It is claimed that there can 
be no explosion where the electric machine is 


used. 

While exhibiting the electric puritier, Mr. Os- 
borne explained that it was separating winater- 
wheat middlings, and said that they are the 
most difficult to purify.

GLORYING IN THEIR SHAME. 


The Kemper County Massacre Consid- 
ered No Crime in Miississippi—Com- 
ments of the Local n. Wood- 
ford’s Ingratitude. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—Within the last few 
months there have been two attempis to bring 
the assasins of Judge Gilmer to trial; both of 
them have proved abortive. It. may be remem- 
bered that Mr. Gilmer was killed at the same 
time that Judge Chisolm and his children were 
murdered, and by the same band of assasins. 
The last attempt to try Mr. Gilmer’s murderers 
was made about two weeks ago; but, as on pre- 
vious occasions, no jury could be obtained until 
the term of the Court had expired. The Missis- 
sippi newspapers printed in Kemper and the ad 
joining counties indulge in some interes 
comments regarding the persons who are under 
indictment and the crime for which they stand 
indicted. The Meridian Mercury of the 13th in- 
stant says: 

* The man who shot Gilmer, God be praised for 
it, will never be found; or if has been found, 
will never betried. It is too late now to rem 
those supposed defective indictments. l 
future Grand Juries ought entirely to ignore all 
future efforts to find further indictments on ac- 
count of the Kemper riot, or to correct defects 
in any indictments already found. Poor, ha- 


rassed Kemper needs peace. 

The same paper of a little earlier date, tothe 
announcement that Mrs. Gilmer is on her way to 
Mississippi to attend the trial of her husband's 
wens yee. adds; 

* It isnot stated that the handsome Gen. Wood- 
ford, of New York, will be there this time. Mrs. 
G would probably not like him for an es- 
cort.” 

An editorial in the same paper declares, prob- 
ably with perfect truth, that the persons under 
indictment “are no more guilty in law than a 
hundred other citizens of Kemper who partici- 
pated in the Kemper riot.” The paragraph con- 
cludes as follows: 

“The law has proved to be impotent, as it had 
been for long years, to punish the outrages com- 
mitted by the victims of the riot upon these de- 
fendants and their kith and kin; for some of 
Jobn Gully’s murderers are still at large, and no 
indictments against them yet.

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THE ENGLISH 


THE INEQUALITIES OF 
FRANCHISE. 

The English papers contain a curious Par- 
liamentary document, recently issued by one 
of the members, setting forth by name the 
several counties and Parliamentary boroughs 
in the United Kingdom, their areas in square 
miles, the nuinber of members they return, 
aud much statistical information about their 
wealth and population. As compared with 
our own equality of representation and the 
reasonable rules that govern it, the inequal- 
ity of representation in England is particular- 
ly noticeable. The London Times says: 
* The paper contains twenty-six pages crowd- 
ed with figures, and almost every figure a 
distinct, separate outrage upon symmetry and 
‘proportion and right reason.” 

A few illustrations will show the astonish- 
ing inequalities of thefranchise. Dudley has 
15,000 yoters and one member; Durham, 2,000 
voters and two members; and Evesham, 788 
voters, with the same representation as Dud- 
j ley. The Tower Hamlets have a population 
of 391,790, and Tiverton and Truro, with a 
population of 10,000, have equal representa- 
tiverights with the largerborough. Wednes- 
bury, the largest of all ‘the singly represent- 


} ed boroughs, with 116,800 inhabitants and 


20,000 yoters, counts for no more in the elect- 


: j oral system than Harwich or Marlborough 


with afew hundred voters. This disparity 
runs through the entire list of counties and 
boroughs. The inequalities could not be more 
glaring if the names and figures had been 
shaken up ina box and thrown out together 
at haphazard. A comparison of population 
with electors in England, Scotland, and 
Wales shows that about one person in eleven 
enjoys the franchise. In cities and parlia- 
mentary boroughs the average rises to about 


one person in seven. Ireland, of ceurse, is the 


worst treated in this, as she isin everything 
else, by the land and money aristocracy of 
Great Britain. She has about one voter in 
every twenty-five of the whole population, 
and about one in every fourteen of the bor- 
ough population. The English and Scotch 
‘borough franchise is merely a householding 
franchise without reference to value. In 
Ireland the holdings must represent a clear 
yearly value of four pounds te entitle the 
holder to the franchise. As the Times says: 
“ This rule, though it would scarcely disfran- 
'chise any Scotchman or Englishman, is fatal 


land, however, | 

possession of half a dozen of the most rotten 
boréughs on the whole list. The smeliest 
English borough has 689 voters, white the 
smallest Irish borough has but 142, and yet is 
as fully represented as some of the boroughs 
having thousands of voters. Another curious 
inconsistency isshown in the case of Fye 
which, though by no,means the smallest of 
the English boroughs, contributes only £42 
per year to the inhabited house duty, while 
Marlborough, thesmaliest of all the boroughs, 
contributes almost £309. The same inequali- 
ties also exist in areas, Some boroughs are 
twice as large as entire counties. The bor- 
ough of East Retford, for instance, covers 
325 square miles, while*the County of Rat 


land covers only 148, and another county, 
. East Surrey, has but 120 square miles, 


These statistics presenta very fair view of 
the astonishing inconsistency and injustice of 
the electoral franchise. Much of it is due to 
the fact that it isarelic of oid times, the 
same conditions being handed down, and 
much more of it to the fact that while some 
places, which were once of a large degree of 


| importanee, have shrunk away to ibsignifi-~ 


cance, they still retain their old rights per- 
taining to the franchise and exercise as 
mueh influence ag the new places which have 
grown up and outstripped them. It matters 
little, however, what the causes are, since 
there is nd disposition to make any change 
in the representation. The Times Says: 
“The process we are aware is not perfect, 
and we have no belief it can be made perfect. 
Power belongs in a eertain sense to the good 
and the wise, but it belongs in a much 
more real sense to those who have 
got it. or who can _ continue to 
get it into their hands.” The franchise 
is controlled by wealth, influeuce, or 
membership in a corporation, and it is safe 
to say that it will never be willingly given up, 
as it would take away from them an ascend- 
ency and control which in England are be- 
lieved to be the prerogatives of the aristocracy. 
The inequality marks very distinctly the dif- 
ference between the English system of goy- 
ernment and our own, where the people are 
sovereign. If the franchise were equalized 
in Great Britain there would be some hope of 
reform in the present abuses practiced by the 
landed aristocracy; but so long as the good- 
ness and wisdom are monopolized by them 
there is little hope for the bad and unwise 
victims, who are ground down to the very 
dust, and show their ingratitude by starving. 
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THE MOBBING OF PARNELL. 

The Irish are an unfortunate people in 
more senses than one, Some of their mis- 
fortunes make a strong appeal to all who 
sympathize with the oppressed and suffering; 
others are of a character to chill the esteem 
of Americans, and fil! their friends with dis- 
may and despair. The recent attack upon 
Mr. Parnell when he attempted to address a 
meeting in Wexford County was a conspicu- 
ous manifestation of the factional and unrea- 
soning spirit which constitutes one of the un- 
fortunate characteristics of the Lrish people. 
The event will do much injury to the Irish 
cause in this country, and those who enter- 
tain the warmest feelings for the poor strug- 
gling and oppressed peasants will find it diffi- 
cult to excuse the gross outrage upon their 
best and wisest leader. 

Had Mr. Parnell appeared before the peo- 
ple of Wexford simply as a member of Par- 
liament and a “Iiome-Ruler,” urging the 
claims of one of the contesting candidates 
from that district, he would have been en- 
titled to courteous treatment, and, under 
ordinary circumstances, it wouid have been 
a disgraceful exhibition of ingratitude, to 
hoot, egg, and, beat him. But Par. 
nell’s claims to ‘consideration from the 
Irish people. gare far greater . than 
those of most of their public men. He has 
been the apostle in this country of the cause 
of Irish emancipation from the iron heel of 
Landocracy. He must be accredited by. im- 


| partial men with disinterested motives.: He 


is himself a landlord, but he has espoused 
the side of the tenants. He is aman of wealth 
and of the patrician class by birth, but he 

entered heartily into the struggle of the op- 
pressed poor against their oppressors. Le 
has all the political preferment which he can 
hope for asan lLrish patriot. The result of 
his mission to the United States has been the 
collection of several hundred thousand 
d@llars of famine relief money and at least 
one ship-load of food for the starving Irish. 

Another result which will be still more 
important in the end is, that he has aroused 
a widespread public sentiment in the United 
States in favor of land reform in Ireland 
which cannot fail to exert a powerful in- 
fluence in England. In spite of these eminent 
services, a mob of his own people attack him 
at one of his first appearances upon his. re- 
turn to his native land. The factis a sorry 
commentary on the perverse impulses of the 
Irish character. 

If the dispatches that come to the New 
York Herald are to be believed, then Mr. 
Parnell has assumed a * dictatorial attitude”’ 
since*his return home. Even if this be $0, 
it will not exeuse the shameful, lawless, 
brutal assault that has been made upon him. 
But it is notorious that the adyices which 
come to the New York Herald are of Tory 
inspiration, and that journal has a special 
and personal motive for pursuing and mis- 
representing Mr. Parnell. He has certainly 
earned the right to support one Home-Rule 
candidate against another in any'district in 
Ireland without being subjected to indignity 

and violence. Had a similar attack been 
made upon any leading statesman in this 
country, no matter under what circum- 
stances, it would have been denounced as an 
outrage by all decent men, and would have 
done infinit damage to any cause in the name 
of which jt had been committed. The Irish 
Home-Rulers can scarcely hope to gain any- 
thing by it. 

It is easy to understand from this single 
display of violent temper why no patriotic 
movement among that people has ever pre- 
vailed against English oppression. Landlord- 
ismin Ireland has its strongest support in 
the dissensions and passions of the people. 
Sectional and religious quarrels seem to be 
regarded as sacred legacies by the Irish. 
They are permitted to take precedence of 
national interests and the common welfare. 
They are brought over the sea to 
America and exert their influence upon 
ward politics in any American city 
where the Irish vote is important. Fac- 
tions from the west of Ireland meet 
factions from the east of Ireland in a hostile 
spirit everywhere, and the south of Ireland 
Ribbonman has a holy hatred of the north of 
Ireland Orangeman, and vice versa, all the 
world over. Had there been no better reason 
for attacking Mr. Parnell in Wexford than 
the fact that he was not born in that county, 
it would have been sufficient provocation un- 
der certain circumstances. Thé Home-Rulers 
in the section where Mr. Parnell was hooted 
and maltreated are probably in a majority of 
ten to one of their opponents, but there is no 
tolerance of opinion in disagreements as to 
details. The Irish cannot stop fizhting 
among mselves even to whip a common 
foe. 


It may be, as has been suggested, that En- | 


glish agents were employed to excite a hos- 
tile demonstration against Parnell in Wex- 
ford. But they must have found abundant 
material among the Irish people to use for 
their purpose. It is said that there was a

Irish were united and harmonious, and un- | 


der self-control, and unselfish in their move- 
ment for ‘‘ Home-Rule”’ and free homesteads, 
and if they were ready to sacrifice all per- 
sonal, sectarian, and sectional dissensions to 
this great struggle for emancipation and the 
means of life, no such disgraceful gathering 
as that of Wexford County would have per- 
mitted a leader like Parnell to be compelled 
to fall back upon the Tory Government police 
for the protection of his life. It was a very 
sad exhibiuon, and calculated to make the 
American friends of the Lrish cause grieve, 
if not despair.

When he had to make 
his eulogy on Zach Chandler he rose and drew 
from his vest- pocket a crumpled piece of paper 
on which some hundred words were written, and 
proceeded to read them in a voice so low and 
agitated that nobody could hear them at the 
distance of ten feet from the orator. But Mr. 
Cameron did make a brief speech Thursday, 
from manuscript, on the inter-State transpor- 
tation question, reading painfully what he had 
to gay; and the event was so unparalleled that 
the Pennsylvania papers caught it up eagerly as 
important news. Mr. Cameron introduced a 
joint resolution providing for a Commission of 
three Senators, three Representatives, and three 
experts appointed by the President to inquire 
into the subject of inter-State commerce. In 
supporting this resolution, Mr. Cameron ventured 
the startling statements that the railroads had 
been of great benefit to the country, and that 
they were said to be in some instances improp- 
erly administered, but he intimated his own be- 
lief that the charges were not true, and said he 
had not much expectation of any favorable so- 
lution of the question; with which splendid ora- 
torical outburst he sat down. Senator Cameron 
is said to have great executive ability, and his 
skill in managing caucuses and conventions 
would seem to justify his reputazion in this re- 
spect; but it is probable he would never have 
been beard of out or his own county if he bad 
not fallen heir to his father’s noeon estate. 
oes 

Ir appears from the reports from Washing- 
ton that Senator Edmunds shows signs of uh- 
easiness oyer the efforts which are made to set 
him up as a Presidential candidate, His friends 
say he contemplates expressing in same public 
manner his unwillingaess to be considered a 
candidate. He would do soat once if he thought 
the movement in his favor were iarge enough 
to warrant such a declaration.

A CLOSE CALI. 

A railroad accident which might have 
been, but which fortunately wasn’t, attend- 
ed with very disastrous results occurred Sat- 
urday afternoon last at the little village of 
Rusk, on the Chicago, St. Paul & Minneapo- 
lis Road, about four miles east of Me- 
nominee. The eastern-bound passenger- 
express from St. Panl to Chieago 
reached the place about 5 o’clock, when 
it struek a culvert which had been washed 
out by the heavy rains. The break was not 
seen in time to reverse the engine and put 
on the brakes, and a smashup was the result, 
The locomotive passed over in safety, but the 
eoupling which attached it to the tender was 
broker. The engine shot forward on the 
track without leaving the rails, but the ten- 
der was thrown off. ‘The baggage, mail, and 
two passenger cars were thrown clear off the 
track into about four feetof water. Had 
they gous a few feet further, they would 
have been thrown into the water where 
its depth was something like eight- 
een feet. The wmwailcar Was com- 
pletely twisted around, a bent rail pen- 
etrating it ro Boe e end. +20 bagen r 
master was § y injure atrunk which 
pot Tends 5 tet upon hin, but with this 
slight exception nobody on the train was 
hurt. The front truck of the sleeper caught 
at the point where the culvert had been 
washed out, and there it stuck without leav- 
ing the track. The telegraph was called into 
requisition, and a gang of wreckers sum- 
moned to the scene of the accident. 
They were at work all day Sunday, and 
found it necessary to swerve the track sev- 
éral feet in order to clear the wreck. The 

assengers spent Saturday night and the 

part of Sunday at the hotel,—the Rail- 
road Company providing for their entertain- 
ment,—leaving for Chicago by a 
wild train about 5 - o’clock Sun- 
day afternoon, and arriving here yesterday 
morning. The news of the smashup was 
kept very quiet by the railroad people, but 
an incoming passenger, who was congratu-

The Visit to Houston—Enthusiasm on 
the Way+The Battery Found Spiked.

Houston, Tex., Mareh 20.—Gen. Grant and 
party left San Antonio this morning, accom- 
panied by Gen. Ord’s family and railway 
officials,and took dinner at New Philadelphia, 
where the Houston Committee waited on and 
took charge, escorting them hither, where 
10,000 people, whites and blacks, re- 
ceived them with a national salute by 
artillery. Commands of military and police 
could hardly keep the passageway clear. 
They marched, with two bands, four milita- 
ry companies, several colored societies with 
banners, Knights of Pythias, on horses, and 
a mass of moving humanity riding and afoot, 
through the city, beneath flags and between 
houses streaming with mottoes of welcome 
and other deyices, all displaying a kind 
greeting.- At the hotel receptions. were 
accorded, and handshaking followed, after 
which the Opera-House was visited.

UNITY CHURCH. 
ANNUAL BUSINESS-MEETING. ‘ 

The society of Unity Church. held its an- 
nual business-meeting last evening, Mr, H. 
T. Thompson, President of the Board of 
Trustees, ih the chair. The lecture-room of 
the church, in whichthe méeting was held, 
was comfortably well filled. 

The report of the Trustees was read by the 
Secretary, Mr. W. E. Furness. It referred 
to the unusual difficulties of the past year, to 
the resignation of the Rey. Robert Collyer, 
and congratulated the Society on the reasults 
accomplished in view ef the unusually unfa- 
vorable circumstances. That the pew-rentais 
had fallen off after the loss of one whose elo- 
quence the very existencé of the chiirch had 
seeined to depend for twenty years wns 
not to be wondered at. That ‘the 
Society had met the emergéicy with 
so much resolution and contidence, _ 
since shown such clear signs of vitality, as 
an organization, was as thexpected 4s it was 
gratifying. ‘The most notable event of the 
year, the report continued, was the payment 
in full of the Soctety’s bonted debt o $30,- 
000 through a subscription, made after the 
pastor’s resignation. The' credit of this 
achievemeiit, t was stated, was largely due 
to Mr. B. F. Felix. The report also formally 
acknowledged the generosity of meimbers 
who had thrown open their houses for the 
chureh retihions. The insurance on the 
chireh, furniture, and organ amounted to 

$56,000, and the premtiims thereon to $840, 
one-third of which had been paid, and the 
rest of Which would be paid in May. 

The report suggested an amendment to 
Art, 3 of the Constitution, in relation te mem- 
bership in the Society, and proceeded to a 
statement of the presént financial condition 
of the chureh. The tetal receipts from all 
sources during the year, inchiding subscrip- 
tions to pay the bonded debt, amounted to 
$40,761, which, with due and uneollected 
pew-rents, brought the resources the Society 
for the year up to $41,041. The total a ae 
itures for the year, bie anes the 
ment of the bonded de amoun to 
$41,088, $800 having been advancea by 
the Trustees and #8200 % the Ladies’ 
Society, leaving a balance of $8, with no bills 
outstanding. The due and uncollected pew 
rents and other credits, the report explained, 
would more than make food these advices, 
In conclusion, the report referred wh 
eratifying suecess Of the work done Py Se 
Sewing Soclety and the Industrial School. 
The report was adopted.

Not only the eleven, 
bat the hundred and twenty, Fenelved 
gift of the. Holy Ghost. Paul preached be- 
fore he was ordained, and up to 
the end of the second century the 
Christian Church recognized no disthic- 
tion. between clergy and laity. Later, 
clergy were clo with  exelusive 
authority to teach men how to be saved, 
laity having,the privilege of listening to and 
paying the salary of the priest. The result 
was a licentious priesthood and a careless 
people. Then came Luther to shake Rome to 
its foundation, and after him Wesley to _re- 
store the early practice, and since his time 
unordained disciples ef Christ have spread 
the Gospel! flame over TWo eontinénts. Now 
a Methodist layman is recognized as_a_ sery; 
ant of God, with a mission and a right 
bear testimony.

Galveston (Tex.) News (Dem.). 
Our Washington correspondent notes a 
belief among prominent inen of all parties 
if Gen. Grant is elected President, Cuba 
and Mexico, with their mongrel populations, 
willbe annexed to the United States.

REVOLUTIONIZING WARFARE. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuné, 

St. Louis, March 29.—Dr. T. H. McLean, 
of this city, proposes to have the $400,000 re- 
cently appropriated for the improvement of 
fortifications and the dational defense gen- 


erally, and left for the East last week to’ 


make his claim to the money clear, The 
Doctor bases his claim to the appropriation 
upon the ground that, if the money does not 
go to him, its use will be folly, since his late 
inventions of destructive engines make the 
old style of war and systems of defense of no 
value at all. The facts in the case are at 
least interesting, and Dr. McLean is either a 
second Edison in his way, or a rich man who 
is throwing away his money through @ clear 
channel. He is a. patent-medicine *man, 
who has made a fortune, owning some 
of the first business property in St. Lonis, to 
which heis constantly adding; and for the 
past two years has devoted himself to the 
invention of new éngines of war. This he 
has been engaged in secretly, but has spent, 
it is said, nearly $100,000 in a manufactory at 
New Haven in the construction of his guns. 
His inventions cover nearly the whole field 
of warfare; he has warships of a new pattern, 
time-shells to explode upon a new system, 
incendiary shells’ for the destruction of be- 
sieged cities, torpedoes that are shot at ships 
from great guns and tear the vessel under 
water, and machine-guns, some of which will 
fire 1,000 rounds a minute. 

It is for the machine-guns that the Doctor 
claims immediate’ attention, and upon 
their construction chiefly that his 
manufactory has been engaged. <A 
large book is being printed in New 
York, explanatory of the principle of these 
cannon, profusely illustrated; and proof- 
sheets were received here by the Doctor a 
few days ago. The cannon in appearance 
are simply masses of barrels, with machinery 
at the breech, the design of which can be 
understood only by elaborate explanation. 
It is claimed for the guns that one mah can 
serve them, that they can be served while the 
horses drawing them,are at a full run; that 
they cannot explode, that the recoil is pre- 
vented by an air-cushion, that_the aim is not 
destroyed by a discharge, and that the time 
for which an almost continuous discharge 
can be kept up is practically unlimited. Their 
use, the Doctor asserts, will prevent war, 
because, with them, war! will become too 
deadly a-.game for natiéns to play. The

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GRANT AND A THIRD TERM. 


Will He Accept a Nomination Forced 
by Machine-Packing and Southern 


Del ? 
en New York Tribune. 

Gen. Grant has returned in safety, and 
every loyal citizen rejoices. It is not needful 
to tell him that the people of this country 
feel a deep interest in his welfare, and hope 
that his days may be long in the land which 
he has done so much to save from rebellion 
and anarchy, But ‘it is well that he has re- 
turned, also, because “he can now speak for 
himself in regard to the attempt to secure his 
renomination for the Presidency. In his ab- 
sence things have been done by those who 
profess to be his political friends which, un- 
less his own wishes have materially changed, 
must be altogether repugnant to his feelings. 
Itis notlong since he declared that he did 
not desire a re@lection, and would not consent 
to be a candidate again unless some emer- 
gency then unforseen should cause the Re- 
publican party to nominate him unanimous- 
ly. From President Grant himself, this ‘is 
the latest declaration on the subject. Others 
have used his namein his absence, however, 
inamanner entirely inconsistent with such 
a feeling or purpose on his part. They have 
virtually placed him in the position of one 
who seeks a nomination, whether the majori- 
ty of the party desires to nominate him or 
not, and who is willing to get it if he can, by 
any means, and to take it even though 
it should be secured by a, bare 
majority in Convention. Indeed, they 
have made it appear that the ex-Pres- 
ident is willing to take the nomination, 
if he cangetit, at the hands of delegates from 
States which cannot be expected to give any 
Electoral votes to the Republican candidate 
and against the wishes and the judgment of 
a majority of Republicans in every State 
from white candidate of that party can 
expect Electoral votes, 

resident Grant will assuredly feel that his 
personal reputation is involved in this mat- 
ter. The Republicans who have twice elected 
him feel that they have some right to know 
whether his wishes and poses have 
changed. It seems to some of them that his 
nomination would expose to great danger 

e pera by which he has been elected 
might result in giving the control of the 
Government to the Democracy. Men may 
differ as to the reasonableness of the oppo- 
sition toathird term. But there can be no 
difference of opinion as to the fact that such 
an opposition exists among Republicans, 
and in such strength as to render it possible 
that a third-term candidate might be defeated 
in States otherwise safely Republican. ‘There 
is reason to believe that ex-President, 
during his absence from the country, 
has not had opportunity to learn 
strength of this opposition, nor to 
judge of the risk to which his 
nomination might expose his party. Norhas 
he been fully informed, it may be presumed, 
as to the strong preference which has_ been 
shown in many reliable Republican States 
for other candidates. His return will enable 
him to look into these matters for himself, 
and so make known his wishes, if in any re- 
spect they have been misunderstood or mis- 
represented in his absence. 

There is a widely-prevalent feeling that 
the name of President Grant has been used, 
during his absence, and without his assent, 
by certain political leaders for purposes of 
their own. very day it is suggested that 
these leaders do not really expect Gen. Grant 
to be the candidate, but use his name in 
order to secure delegations under their in- 
fluence. A statement is now made 
they are already contemplating a transfer 
of the delegations thus secured to some 
other candidate, who thus may owe his 
nomination, not to the free preference or 
calm judgment of Republican voters, but to 
the scheming of afew able leaders. Presi- 
dent Grant will surely fee] that itis unworthy 
of his exalted reputation to have his name 
used in such a manner. If he desires renom- 
ination, or would accept a nomination if 
tendered by a bare arny in Convention, it 
would be consistent with his reputation for 
eandor and straightforward manliness to 
make the fact known, inasmuch as his latest 
declarations were altogether to the contrary. 
But if he is still of the same mind as before, 
and holds that he could not properly accept a 
nomination unless under circumstances which 
would render his party 1 as gare re, A a favor 
of that choice, it is certainly not to his credit 
to have his name uged in order to enable cer- 
tain political managers to get an imfiuence 
in Convention which they could not get oth- 


erwise. 

If President Grant will consider the posi- 
tion of the Republican party, he will see that 
it cannot afford to cause division and disor- 
ganization in its ranks by its nomination. It 
can support with entire unanimity, and with 
the strongest possibility of success, either of 
several candidates. Every intelligerit Demo- 
crat now admits that, if either of these candi- 
dates should be nominated. the Republicans 
would prabably succeed. On the other hand, 
because of the antagonism to a:third term, it 
is certain that the Kepublican party cannot 
be brought to support the ex-President with 
entire unanimity. If he should be nomi- 
nated, the wisest Republicans fear, and the 
shrewdest Democrats confidently eve, 
that there would be a possibility of Dem- 
oeratic suecess in New York, Ohio, Indiana, 
Wisconsin, and evenin Illinois. President 
Grant cannot wish to expose either the Re- 
publican party or himself to the risk of de- 
feat. His place in the history of the country 
is secure, unless by his own act he causes a 
revulsion of public sentiment. But the whole 
future of the country would be changed, and 
his own place in its history would be strange- 
ly and sadly altered, if Democracy should 
succeed in seizing power through an attem pt 
to elect Gen. Grant forathirdterm. Now 
that he has returned and can study public 
opinion for himself, his name cannot be used 
much longer, as it has been, without his as- 
sent and responsibility.

‘Lhe show of 
fish on the rude stalls on either side was not 
imposing, but careful observation convinced 
me that the traffic carried on was enormous. 
I found that I was too late to see the sale of 
fish to the regular dealers, who always come 
first in the day, get the pick of the market, 
and then depart. I was in time, however, to 
watch the sale to: the various coster- 
mongers of those lots which had not 
previously found purchasers. The din 
was confusing, for each salesman had 
a peculiar cry of his own, me the 
auction was most amusing. The variety of 
fish offered included plaice, soles, haddock 
whiting, and many miscellaneous lots termed 
“offal.”

THE THIRD TERM. 


Grant Mas Never Announced Himself 
a Candidate for Another Term. 
Baltimore American (Rep.), March 2%, 

Gen. Grant left Philadelphia in May, 1877, 
on his trip around the world with the good 
words and kind wishes of a majority of his 
countrymen ringing in his ears. They were 
content to forget the blunders, misfortunes, 
and scandals of the concluding years of his 
Presidential career, and to remember only 
the events which had cast lustre upon his 
life. Even partisan acrimony was sternly 
held under control for the time, and men of 
all shades of politics united in doing honor 
to the illustrious soldier. Previous to and 
during the campaigh of 1876 his fame prom- 
ised to be darkened by the shadow of the 
third term, but the resolutions of the Repub- 
lican Conventions of Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
and New York, and his own response to the 
Pennsylvania declaration, made it im- 
possible that he should be renominated; and 
thev also sustained that unwritten law of 
the Republic which limits one man’s occu- 
pancy of the Executive office to eight years. 
Surely, in 1876 the people deemed that this 
question had been settled forever; but as 
Grant proceeded on his long journey, being 
welcomed at foreign Capitals with the most 
elaborate and pompous ceremonies, the sus- 
picion arose and spread that all this was but 
a properstion for reintroducing him to the 
American people as once more an aspirant to 
the highest office ih. their gift. But by the 
mass of men the conjecture was repudiated, 
and Grant’s simple, modest behayior at 
Courts and palaces strengthened the esteem 
of his fellow-citizens. Still, the thought 
once suggested that the third-term: move- 
ment was a possibility, politicians began to 
ask themselves, What if it should be devel- 
oped in the future? The late M 
rie chased ex-President 
quarter section (of the globe 
tain his views on the subject; 
he came home without getting any satis- 
factory answer, notwithstanding.that his re- 
lations with Grant ‘were so intimate as to 
warrant the inguiry. Once only, in all his 
travels, did Grant Gonsent to speak nitly 
on the point. Prince Kung, Viceroy ofChina, 
took precedence even of Senator Cameron in 
nominating him for another teri; and to that 
great Oriental dignitary he made the reply 
which his Boswell, Mr. James Russell 
Young, has chroni¢led in the official report 
of the pilgrimage. He did not want.the posi- 
tion in; there were other men in the 
United States who deserved it more than he 
did, and to one of them it should be given. 
Suchvery emphatic language, the correct- 
ness ef the report of which was certified to, 
acted to quiet the fears of those who thought 
they saw the adumbration of a third-term 
effort thrown across the land, So, Grant 
came home again and made a triumphal 
progress from the Pacific to the Atlantic, 

> received simply as the cifizen- 
soldier and President who had worthily sus- 
tained the dignity of the Nation in foreign 
lands, and had been distinguished as the re- 
cipient of the honors by means of which 
Kings and Princes had testified their good 
will to the Republic. Men of all parties 
joined in the demonstrations of regard with 
which he was welcomed home. 

Few men thought of attaching any political 
significance to the popular demonstrations in 
San Francisco, hicago, Cincinnati, St. 
Louis, Louisville, and Philadelphia except 
the managers uf the boom, who were pre- 
paring to spring it upon the country, and to 
torture the public welcome of Grant into ap- 
proval of the design presently to be revealed. 
That design was concealed until after the 
final. reception at Philadelphia, when Mr. 
Cameron gave notice that the ex-Presi- 
dent was to be forced upon the Re- 
pablican party again, and that he would take 
care that the Hatfrisburg Convention pro- 
. How that was done, and 
how the Republican voters of the State have 
sinee revolted, are mhatters familiar to all. Mr. 
Conkling, in New. York, followed, upon a 
modified scale, the Pennsylvania tactics, and 
the movement was fairly under way. ‘The 
manner in which it was started leaves no 
doubt but that it had been carefully nursed 
and engineered,—for how long back we do 
hot undertake to determine. It took the 
party by surprise, and for some weeks very 
many Republicans hoped and believed that 
Gen. Grant was nota party toit: thatan un- 
warranted liberty had been taken with his 
hame. But that ¢comfortable thought can 
hardly be entertained now.

THE SOUTH BEFORE AND AFTER THE WAR. 
Special Correspondence of Tlie Chicago Tribune 

CLEVELAND, O., March 27.—“The Fool’s 
Errand, by One of the Fools,” the novel re 
cently written by Judge Tourjee, illustrates 
certain phases of life as it at present exists 
in the South, and teaches a lesson of wonder 
fulimport. It would be hard to agree with 
the author in all his conclusions; and these 
who.have not visited the South of late, and 
beheld with their own eyes the actual shape 
which social affairs are in, will: find many of 
the pictures of ‘real life given in the book 
hard to be believed. The revolution which 
was wrought by the War and the abolition of 
Slavery is as great as it could possibly be.. A 
little incident was recently related to me by 
the Hon. George Paul, of this State, which 
will perhaps give as vivid a picture as can be 
drawn in a short sketch. 

Mr. Paul has recently returned from a pro- 
fessional trip to Florida. While there he 
met the last relic of the old race of Floyds, 
one of the most aristocratic families of the 
old South, which furnished @ Genera! for 
the Indian wars, a Commodore for the navy, 
and a perfidious Secretary of War under 
Buchanan, who delivered over the forces, 
arms, and munitions of war belonging to his 
country to his country’s foes, at the breaking- 
out of the Rebellion. 

According to the story that is current in 
Florida, where the subject of our sketch re- 
sides, the original Floyd family lived in 
Florida before they lived in Virginia, Here 
was the plantation of the Commodore; and 
here resided, down through the passing 
yeore, the descendants of the great man. 5o 

ong as Slavery existed, the family seemed 
to prosper, and many were the slaves who 
cultivated the broad acres and permitted the 
owners to wax wealthy. The last heir of 
the estate lived a bachelor, and in the 
good old days had taken unto himself 
a fair-featured octoroon in the capacity of 
houskeeper. As the years rolled by, this 
houskeeper bore three daughters, even 
lighter in complexion than their mother. No 
questions were asked in regard to their 
father, and they were carefully reared in the 
hth: household. 

ith the loss of his slaves and estates— 
for the Florida Floyds were as great traitors 
as their cousins in Virginia—all hope and all 
ambition vanished from the breast of their 
former owner, His entire life had been one 
of dependence upon others for wht pee: 
He could retain his slaves nolonger. He 
was a poor man, and helpless. Then it was 
that the octoroon housekeeper and her 
fangnters took upon themselves the work of 
gaining a livelihood for their late master. 
At the time when Mr. Paul saw them, the 
four women were gaining a scanty suste- 
nance for him and themselves by most 
menial work. 

When Mr. Paul was introduced to Floyd, 
the latter immediately indulged in a tirade 
against the North and the aggressions of the 

nion army, which nad caused himself and 
his neighbors all their sorrow and distress. 

This is only a marked illustration of what 
may be seen on almost every h and in 
every one of the Southern States, There is 
small disposition to take things as they are, 
and make the best of them. Almost no one 
seems disposed to understand that the pres- 
ent condition of affairs is the result of having 
been on the side that got beaten, that the 
South was the aggressor, and the North the 
conqueror. There is aconstant feeling that 
it has all been a matter of prosecution, in 
te the South has acted the role of the 
martyr. 

‘**Uncle Tom’s Cabin” could well have its 
sequel written at this date, showing one of 
the most remarkable changes in the condition 
of, affairs since the time when Mrs. Stowe 
wrote, that ever happened in the same length 
of time in the social organization of any 
country.

THE “‘ ARRANGEMENT” 
To the Editor of The Ch 

Sat Lake Crry, Utah, March 22.—Tae 
CuicaGo TRIBUNE, the New York Tribune, 
and most of the Eastern press commend the 
arrangement of Secretary Schurz with the 
Colorado Utes as a new departure. It isn’t 
a treaty, we are told,—it is an “ arrange- 
ment.” No more reservations. No more in- 
dependent tribes. The tribal system is done 
away with—on paper. The Indians are to 
have lands allotted to them in severalty, 
houses built, irrigating canals constructed, 
crops raised and garnered, and pensions paid 
them; school-houses, grist-mills, saw-mills, 
agricultural implements, carriages, stud- 
horses,—what not,—thrown in. Why are we 
not “ heap big Indian me,” too ? 

All the papers fondly hope the plan will 
work,—hope it so strongly as to believe that 
it will. They appear to forget that last year’s 
outbreak was mainly caused. by the pressure 
Agent Meeker put on the Utes to urge them, 
not to this last step) in civiliza- 
tion, but to firsts step in 
direction. They wouldn’t allow Meeker and 
the squaws to raise a little corn; killed him, 
rather. And, when Thornburgh went in 
there to reéstablish authority, they ambus- 
caded and nearly destroyed him. Now 
flushed with victory over ‘the Government 
in both its civil and military capacity, they 
are expected to settle down quietly on farms 
that for the most part won’t produce any- 
thing but grasshoppars, and be good Indians!

This scheme of ridding Colorado of the 
Utes by dumping them into Utah and New 
Mexico, is unworthy of Mr. Schurz and of 
the Colorado delegation in Congress. It is as 
though one found burglars breaking into his 
house, and, instead of handing them over to 

ustice, turned them aside by pointing out 
is neighbors’ houses to burglarize. 

Utah gains much by it,—a fine lot of Mor- 
mon proselytes, and a plentiful scatter of 
the seeds of Meeker massacres. Instead of 
turning more Indians into Utah, all those in 
the Rio Colorado Basin, at least, should be 
taken out. The track of the oncoming horde 
of mine-hunters should becleared of all 
obstructions. The gates of Utah on that side 
should be thrown wide open, since only there 
is there any great revolutionizing influence 
likely to enter. While Mr. Evarts seeks to 
prevent the upbuilding of Mormondom b 
the importation of the ignorant and fanatica 
from abroad, Mr. Schurz should not aid in 
building it up by sending in a lot of domestic 
material, to whose savage and brutal con- 
dition the Mormon religion, with its lust of 
gold, and women, and blood, is peculiarly 
congenial. 

at, then, should be done? you ask. 
The Utes should be kept where they are, 
treated well, and induced to part with the 
bulk of their Colorado reservation, which 
they do not need. What use have they for 
20,000 square miles of a reserve? Buy the 
mineral-bearing yen of it, and apply some or 
all of the proceeds in assisting them to take 
the first —_ toward or But econ- 
trol them, if it requires all of Uncle Sher- 
man’s forces. This is all there is to do, abso- 
lutely. It is all that can be done;. and it 
must be done, or the devil will be to pay. 
Settling then in severalty can only come 
gradually, and after a process of growth in 
that direction. We can’t begin with it. 

As it stands, nothing less than actual war 
on them will keep the mine-hunters off the 
mineral parts of this reservation. War on 
the mine-hunters, right or wrong, is not to 
be thought of. Moving the Indians a hundred 
miles west or south will not even postpone a 
collision or a hundred collisions. They are 
occurring even’ now, while the ink on the 
** arrangement ” is still wet. To attempt it 
is to spread peeeineney, not to circumscribe 
and control it. 

But there is a non-mineral part of this res- 
ervation that can be secured to the Utes on 
which the prospectors will have no induce- 
ment to go. Pay them to relinquish the rest 
at any price then confine them to the re- 
mainder and control them there. 0. J. H.
